Extension of the authority of the 


city board of health is provided in an 
ordinance introduced before the city 
council at the regular meeting Thurs­ 
day night. 
The measure 
is 
quite 
lengthy and empowers the board to 
take such measures as it deems nec­ 
essary to prevent the introduction of 
any contagious disease into the city, 
to order the removal 
of any 
one 
found infected with such disease, to 
provide quarantines, to 
make 
in- 
speetions of the various wards and 
enforce regulations 
which 
it 
may 
adopt. 
Penalty of not less than $1 
nor more than $50 upon conviction 
of any violation is provided. 
Each 
day the ordinance is violated may 
constitute a separate offense, the o r­ 
dinance specifies. 
The measure was 
read for the first time and was per­ 
mitted to take its regular course. 
Among the several provisions i" 
one specifying that where a depend­ 
ent or indigent 
person or persons 
are quarantined the board of health 
shall have authority to purchase the 
necessary provisions and 
fuel 
for 
them unless such expenditure should 
exceed $100.00 in which case the ap­ 
propriation must be 
made 
by the 
council. 
Such authority i" already 
given the board. 
The ordinance provides that the 
board of health shall have the right 
t» examine into any nuisance caused 
by 
filth, stagnant 
water or 
other 
agency injurious to public health and 
to enter upon any property for the 
purpose of making such inrcstiga-

It is widely distributed throughout 
all » parts of the world, in the tem­ 
perate zones to 40 degree" from the 
equator. 
It is also known as jigger, redbug 
and tick. 
The ehigger i" tlu* larva of the 
harvest mite and belong* i<> tic* or 
tier araehnida, to which the spider, 
tick and others of this 
class belong. 
Harvest mites are most abundant 
in damp lo catio ns, along the edg es of 
treams, in woods and bushes, espe- 
iallv in high grass and briars. 
They are microscopic in size and 
blood red in eolor. 
They cling to 
vegetation and drop off on their vic­ 
tim when occasion presents. 
They 
» enetrate the -kin by entering the 
duet of a sweat gland. 
It takes two or three day s for the 
lugger to penetrate to the bottom ol 
a sweat gland and during this time 
the pain and discomfort 
is often 
quite intense, 
No death" have oc­ 
curred as a direct result of ehigger 
poisoning, but many death* have oc­ 
curred from other infections *uch a* 
ery sipelas, blood-poisoning, etc., in­ 
troduced in scratching ehigger*. 
What to Do for the (’bigger lV**t. 
Sulphur dusted in 
underclothing 
will keep them off. 
A hot hath or a 
"alt hath immediately upon ex posure 
will rid one of them. 
After the mite has begun to bur­ 
row baths will not suffice. 
Strong 
ammonia water is probably the best 
remedy at this time. 
Napthaline or 
kerosene used locally is effective. 
The poison is acid. 
Ammonia or 
ordinary cooking soda will neutralize 
it if direct contact can be made. 
The surest remedy is to avoid in­ 
fested places from tin* first of June 
to the last of September.

the twenty-eighth judicial circuit, are 
dry— abso lutely dry. 
Bo th the wets 
and drv s admit this. 
And bo th the 
wets and drys are giv ing co nsider­ 
able credit fo r this co nditio n to a 
little hut determined pro secuting at­ 
to rney who weighs 120 po unds and is 
fiv e feet l 1 2 inches in height. 
If Lee F. Sprague, pro secuto r fo r 
the twenty-eighth district, is 
to he 
credited with enfo rcing the law, it 
must he added that in do ing so he 
lo r >s o ff co nsiderably mo re than o ne- 
third o f his inco me. 
It pays a pro s­ 
ecuto r better to allo w blind tigers 
and 
reso rts to 
run, acco rding 
to 
Sprague and the statistics he had, 
gathered. 
To say that Wells co unty is “ ab­ 
so lutely dry” is co rrect, fo r ev en the 
drug sto res 
in Bluffto n 
hav e sur­ 
rendered their state licenses and do 
no t sell liquo r by the quart. 
The 
same canno t 
be said 
o f Hartfo rd 
City, co unty seat o f Blackfo rd, but 
there are no blind tigers in Hartfo rd 
City. 
Hartfo rd City men who want 
liquo r 
go to 
Mancie o r 
Dunkirk. 
Lo cal men must go to Fo rt Wayne 
fo r the nearest ‘wet go o ds.” 
The United Press asked Sprague 
ho w it came that lie lo st mo ney by 
enfo rcing the law, and he po inted to 
the m ayo rs’ and justice o f the peace 
co urts here and Hartfo rd City and 
at Mo ntpelier. 
“ The 
po lice 
co urt 
business 
at 
Hartfo rd City,” he said “ has slump­ 
ed 00 per cent, since Hartfo rd City 
went dry o ne year ago . 
Fees fro m 
the 
Hartfo rd City 
co urt used to 
amo unt to $20 a week and no w the 
av erage fro m all the Hurt fo rd City 
co urts is abo ut $15 per mo nth. 
I 
hav e just 
co llected the 
fees fro m 
Mo ntpelier. 
I go t $12.50 which rep­ 
resents all tip* fees fo r sev en mo nths 
fro m the 
justice o f 
the pence and 
mayo rs* co urts. 
We av erage abo ut 
two eases o f drunkenness per mo nth 
m Bluffto n and two in Hartfo rd City. 
That estimate is a little high. 
There 
are no assault and battery eases ex ­ 
cept 
o cassio nally when 
two yo ung 
fello ws hav e a fist fight.” 
Pro secuto r Sprague explained that 
his 
interpretatio n 
o f 
the 
statue 
autho rized 
the pro secuto r 
to “ de­ 
stro y v io latio ns that exist.” 
He said 
that 
to o o ften a pro secuto r believ es 
it his d***\ merely to pro secute per­ 
s o n - engaged in v io lating the law. 
“ The pro secuto r ho lding the latter 
v iew co llects big fees,” said Sprague, 
“ because the law v io lato rs co ntinue 
v io lating the law and co ntinue hand­ 
ing v ictims o v er to the po lice and to 
the co urts. 
But the pro secuto r who 
destro ys v io latio ns that exist fo rces 
the law 
v io lato rs o ut 
o f their il­ 
legitimate 
business into 
legitimate 
channels. 
They and 
their v ictims 
are no lo nger supplying business to 
the co urts.” 
Sprague said to -day that by no ti­ 
fying keepers o f reso rts and blind 
tigers o perato rs that miximum penal­ 
ties wo uld he asked and that hv o b­ 
taining 
the 
co -o peratio n 
o f 
the 
mayo rs and po lice, the reso rts and 
blind tiger- co uld be clo sed. 
Pro secuto r Sprague estimates that 
his fees hav e been cut in half by the 
eliminatio n o f the salo o ns in Hart­ 
fo rd and Mo ntpelier. 
Wells co unty 
has been dry fo r ten years. Sprague's 
salary in $500. 
Ilis fees used to he 
$1,500. 
No w they are half o f that, 
o r abo ut $750. 


Befo re 
the 
19 13 
legislature 
Sprague 
adv o cated a hill affo rding 
graded salaries to pro secuto rs and 
eliminating fees. 
Under that hill he 
wo uld he drawing $3,750 per year, o f 
which $1,000 wo uld 
be div ided be­ 
tween his two deputies. 
The bill did 
no t receiv e the endo rsement o f the 
leaders o f the demo cratic party, who 
to ld Sprague 
they fav o red 
it but 
tho ught the time ino ppo rtune. 
Hav ing lo st half his fees, Sprague 
fo und 
that he 
wo uld accept 
civ il 
practice. 
He is no w do ing co nsider- 
| able civ il practice, tho ugh he says 
the co unties o f Wells and Blackfo rd 
sho uld he getting all his time. 
“ To eliminate the fee system and 
Surrender - iv e 
pro secuto rs 
a 
liv ing 
salary 
i wo uld make it easier fo r them no t 
o nly to pro secute v io lato rs but to go 
further and eliminate law v io lato rs 
— fo r them to do so wo uld no t mean 
a mo ney lo ss 
to the pro secuto rs, ’ 
said Sprague. 
“ Far fro m 
that, it 
wo uld mean 
a sav ing to 
the tax ­ 
payer.-, who maintain the co urts.”

The sector of Vaux pond, just to the 
west of the village of Vaux, which 
w as the object of repeated German at­ 
tacks som e time ago, w as selected as 
the scene of the resumption of the 
offensive on this side of the river. 
About 2 o’clock in the morning the 
Germans attacked the French lines 
to the w est of the pond, but were re­ 
pulsed by the bayonets and grenades 
of the defenders. 
Artillery activity in the Avocourt 
region continued throughout the day 
without infantry action. 
The German 
artillery took lip a violent bombard­ 
ment of the French trenches in the 
Boise De La Caillette, northwest of 
Vaux village and of the French sec­ 
ond lines on this bank of the river, 
indicating that further attacks in this 
region are to be expected before the 
attack swings back to the western 
bank. 
The eastern front situation is grow­ 
ing more interesting with the advance 
of spring. 
All along the line the Rus­ 
sians are the objects of occasional 
sharp thrusts by the Teutonic allies.

Reports From 
Berlin 
Indicate That 


the Entire Submarine Issue Is Re­ 


garded as Settled— Special Honors 


Shown the American Ambassador. 


Berlin (via Amsterdam), May 12.— 
The feeling of friendliness in Ger­ 
many toward the United States today 
is such as has not existed since the 
Lusitania sank a year ago. 
This is 
true both of official and unofficial cir­ 
cles of the government, as well as of 
the press and the people. 
The end of 
the high tension, which so often has 
threatened war in the last few months 
has brought a real feeling of relief 
everywhere. 
There was a m anifesta­ 
tion of this new friendship and cor­ 
diality when Ambassador Gerard de­ 
livered the latest, 
and 
presumably 
last, American note in reply to the 
German declaration of May 4. 
He 
met Minister von Jagow and conferred 
for an hour with him. 
There will be no German answer 
to this note. 
It is taken for granted 
that President W ilson’s reply settles 
the 
entire 
question, as it indicates 
that 
Germany's 
declarations 
have 
been expected by the United States. 
Germany 
never 
intended 
that 
its 
statem ent concerning the course to be 
pursued, if the president 
could 
not 
bring the allies to terms, should he 
considered in any sense a condition 
modifying 
the 
announcement 
con­ 
cerning the new submarine orders. It 
is, therefore, willing to rest on Mr. 
W ilson’s declaration that no condi­ 
tions can be accepted. 
Germany also 
is willing to be judged from now on 
by deeds and not words, 
The show of special friendliness by 
the German foreign office toward the 
American em bassy did much to allay 
popular hostility in Germany, 
Then 
came the invitation to Ambassador 
Gerard to visit the kaiser at the gr**at 
army headquarters; his stay of four 
days there was unprecedented. 
No j 
other ambassador has been similarly 
honored since the war began. There 
were also cordial conferences between 
Mr. Gerard and Chancellor von Bet.li- 
mann-Hollweg lv fore and after that 
visit, 
Since the note of May 4 the Geftnan 
government has taken other steps to 
show its desire to maintain the friend- ¡ 
liest relations with the United States, 
It has issued an official denunciation 
of certain attacks made on Mr. Ger- j 
ard personally, and has followed this I 
by action which loaves no question 
as to the intention of the German ! 
government to put an end to the anti- ' 
Gerard campaign. 
By way of 1 .ondon come echoes of 
court proceedings in America, charg­ 
ing conspiracy by German propagan«! 
ists to violate the laws of the United 
States. 
German officials declare that j 
they have had no part in any such 
violations, and are willing to aid in 
the prosecution of gtiiUy persons who 
may be under German jurisdiction. 
Just now Germany seem s to be in a 
mood to go far to meet any American 
ideas which m a y result in better rela­ 
tions between the countries. 


W ashington, May 12.— Secretary of 
State Lansing authorized the state­ 
ment which effectively pricks the bub­ 
ble of “peace in Europe” talk so far 
as any im m ediate initiative on the 
part of the United States government 
is concerned. 
“I have not for som e time m en­ 
tioned the subject of peace to the 
British ambassador. 
There is no jus­ 
tification whatever for reports appear­ 
ing in the press concerning confer­ 
ences on peace between myself, Brit­ 
ish ambassador, J. 
P. 
Morgan, the 
pope, or any one else. 
“The course of all this false infor­ 
mation is traceable to certain propa­ 
ganda. about which 1 am in ignor­ 
ance.”

President Wilson, 
despite his desire to do anything and 
everything possible to help the cause 
of peace, sees no reason for taking 
the initiative at the present time. 
The 
information 
which 
roaches 
President Wilson from Paris, London 
and Petrograd, is that peace at pres­ 
ent is “unthinkable." 
Germany’s po­ 
sition on peace is no longer a secret. 
The imperial government takes the 
position that Germany has won the 
war and that five or ten or tw enty 
years more fighting will not materially 
change the relative positions of the 
opposing armies.

It is a relief to read in w h a t w as prob­ 
ably P aul’s last letter, “T a k e M ark 
and bring him w ith thee, for lie is 
profitable to m e for the m in istry ” (II 
Tim. iv. 11). John M ark, having left 
them , Paul and B arn ab as kept on th eir 
w ay to Antioch, in Pisidia, and our 
lesson today is P au l’s S ab bath d ay talk 
in the synagogue there, w hich w as fol­ 
lowed the n ex t S ab b ath by a ta lk to a 
very large com pany of gentiles. 
I t is 
said th a t alm ost the whole city cam e 
together to hear the w ord of God 
(verse 41). 
The Jew s, seeing Paul get 
the crowd th a t next Sunday, w ere fill­ 
ed with envy a n d contradicted P a u l’s 
teaching and blasphem ed. 
T h e n the 
apostle said boldly, “ Seeing you put it 
from you, we tu rn to the gentiles.' 
And he quoted a prophecy concerning 
the final g a thering of the gentiles to 
the Lord a t Ilis com ing and kingdom 
(Isa. xlii, 0; xlix, G), for, as one has 
said, prophecy has m any a germ inant 
accom plishm ent throughout th e ages, 
w hile the com plete fulfillment is yet in 
th e future. 
As tin* gentiles heard the glad tid ­ 
ings m any believed, and the w ord of 
the Lord w as published th rou gh ou t all 
that region (verses 45-49). T he ex pres­ 
sion. “as m any as were ordained to 
eternal life believed" (verse 48), is a n ­ 
other w ay of saying, “ All th a t the F a ­ 
ther giveth me shall come to m e” (John 
vi, 37). 
This is not the age of w inning 
the world to Christ, b u t of gath ering 
out from the world those w hom the 
F a th e r lias given to the Son to be H is 
bride. All should h ear the offer of sa l­ 
vation. and w hosoever will m ay re­ 
ceive Him. bu t H e know s w ho will 
come. 
T he a d v ersary becam e so stir­ 
red by C hrist being thus exalted that 
the Je w s and chief men an d devout 
and honorable w om en persecuted Paul 
and B arn abas and expelled them out 
of their coasts. 
T herefore th ey de­ 
parted and cam e unto Ieonium, b u t the 
disciples w ere filled w ith joy and w ith 
the Holy Ghost. T he word of the Lord 
will alw ay s accom plish H is pleasure 
a n d never return to H im void, but to 
som e it will bring life and to others 
d eath (Isa. lv, 11; II Cor. ii, 15, 10). 
W e will give the rest of our tim e to 
a consideration of some things in this 
great serm on of P a u l’s a t Antioch, 
an d w e notice first th a t four tim es he 
speaks of tlie resurrection of Christ 
(verses 23. 30. 33, 37), the all im por­ 
ta n t tru th of the gospel, quoting from 
Ps, ii and xvi and Isa. lv concerning 


it and referring t<> the sure me cies of 
David, which David him self called an 
everlasting covenant, ordered in all 
things and sure ill Sam. xxiii, 5>. 
All 
failure is ours, but God is faithful, 
and His purposes cannot fail. 
David 
in his last hours felt that he had come 
far short, but he rested all on the 
faithfulness of God and His sure, ev er­ 
lasting covenant. 
We saw in our r<* 
cent study in I Cor. xv the im portance 
of the resurrection of Christ, and in 
Him. the risen, living one. shall every 
promise to Abraham and D avid be ful­ 
filled (Matt, i, 1; llev. xxii, 1G). 
Speaking to Je w s Paul alw ays called 
their attention to God's purpose con­ 
cerning Israel, and on this occasion he 
began 
with 
th eir 
deliverance 
from 
E gypt and followed on through the 
wilderness, the tim es of the judges 
and the reign of the first tw o kings. 
Saul and David. 
A nd th a t brought 
him to the prom ise to David concern 
ing the Messiah and Ilis kingdom and 
to the assertion th a t this Jesus w*ho 
had been crucified by the Jew s, but 
raised from the dead by God the F a ­ 
ther, was indeed the M essiah of Israel. 
He referred to John tin* B ap tist’s te s­ 
timony concerning H im as the M es­ 
siah who had fulfilled all that tin* 
prophets had said concerning Ilis suf 
ferings and th a t H e would as truly 
fulfill In due tim e all that had been 
predicted concerning Ilis kingdom and 
glory (verses 1G-37). 
Since their Mes 
slab bad actually come and been re 
jected w h at could now be done?

there any hope for any one? 
T hen he 
proclaimed through Jesus C hrist the 
forgiveness of sins for all who would 
receive Him 
the crucified and risen 
one, assuring them th a t H e would 
come again to restore all things of 
which the prophets had spoken, be a 
light to all nations through Israel and 
bring salvation to the ends of the 
earth (verses 38, 30, 47).

If it gets too thick add 
som e cold w a te r and cook and stir 
until it is sm ooth. 
One cupful flour, 
one teaspoonful pow dered alum, one- 
half cupful cold w ater, tw*o cupfuls 
boiling w ater, two tablespoonfuls lime- 
w ater. 
A few drops of oil of cloves or 
w intergreen. 
Mix the alum, flour and 
cold w ater, and beat until perfectly 
sm ooth; add the boiling w ater slowly, 
stirring all th e tim e. 
Place on the 
stove and stir until it boils, then put 
in double cooker and cook about thirty 
m inutes, stirrin g often.
